opinion, three factors have brought about 
this limited change in the Israeli approach: 
(1) the repercussions of the Sabra and Shatilla 
massacres and the fear of further condemnation 
of Israel; (2) the worsening of relations be- 
tween Israel and Amin Jemayel’s government; 
and (3) the public pressure exerted on the 
government through both the Knesset and the 
Israeli communications media, which have 


revealed a deep moral sensitivy to this human 
issue.
